BROGDALE Farm has promised to 
police its business more effectively 
after fierce opposition from neigh¬ 
bours over changes to the site. 

Council planners agreed to the installation 
of 10 five and six-meter single and double 
lights together with accompanying advertising 
banners in the main car park forecourt when 
they met to discuss the site in Ospringe, on 
Thursday, March 4. 

Councillors also agreed to the conversion of a 
cold store to another business unit. 

Fed-up neighbours appealed for the decision 
to be rejected saying their lives were made 
miserable enough by lights shining into their 
homes during the night and lorries coming 
and going in the early hours of the morning. 

Community spokesman Joan Toby, of 
Brogdale Farm House, told planners occu¬ 
pants of the 47 neighbouring homes feared the 
farm was gradually being developed into a 
light industrial site. 

She said: “There has been a steady flow of 
planning applications and there are now 22 
business units operating from the site. The 
developer has also put in an application to 
develop 89 new homes. 

“Lorries come and go until as late as 3 am 
creating continual noise, and halogen lights 
installed at the site are on all through the 
night, shining into the homes of neighbours. 

"Weekends are a particular problem for 
noise, but of course no one is at Swale council 
to contact for help. The butcher of Brogdale 
has signs on the A2 advertising his business

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I'd do it again, 
says thug who 
killed his dog

A VIOLENT thug who 
used a claw hammer to 
batter a dog to death 
mocked his sentence and 
said he would do the same 
again to another animal. 

Showing no remorse, unemployed 
Christopher Dance unleashed a 
string of obscenities outside 
Sittingboume Magistrates Court 
on March 4 shouting: “I’m happy 
with what I got, I beat the s**t out 
of that dog and I’d do it again as 
well. This tag is nothing, I’ll p**s it 
and I p**s on them [magistrates].” 

Dance, formerly of Knightsfield 
Road, Sittingboume, was found 
guilty of causing a Staffordshire 
bull terrier unnecessary suffering 
and failing to take reasonable steps 
to ensure the needs of another ani¬ 
mal after a Jack Russell died as a 
result of a dog fight in his garden. 

His conviction followed him aban¬ 
doning four unfamiliar dogs, includ¬ 
ing one previously used for illegal 
dog-fights, for hours in his garden 
while he went to a party. 

Sentencing the 23-year-old, Judge 
Tim Bucher banned Dance from 
leaving his Maidstone home in 
Melville Road between 9pm and 
7am for the next six months. He 
will have to wear an electronic tag 
for the duration of the curfew. 

He was also sentenced to a 24- 
month community order. 

Mr Bucher also banned Dance 
from keeping or owning dogs for 10 
years and ordered him to pay £750 
costs to the RSPCA. 

The court heard how Dance 
obtained the bull terrier to make 
him feel more masculine after 
becoming fed up of living in an all¬ 
female household. He claimed he 



killed the dog in self-defence after it 
killed a friend’s Jack Russell and 
attacked two other dogs. He said he 
swung out with the hammer and 
clipped the dog while protecting 
himself. 

However, prosecution witnesses 
dismissed his claims, saying his 
injuries should have been substan¬ 
tial, but he had only a small scratch 
on his thumb. They said the dog 
had multiple fractures and its 
“brain was mush” from being pum- 
meled so many times. 

A puppy would later die as a 
result of its own ordeal, taking the 
toll of dead animals to three. 

Speaking after the trial, RSPCA 
Chief Inspector Dermot Murphy 
said: “We are satisfied with the sen¬ 
tence. Dance’s liberty will be 
restricted and together with the 
lengthy disqualification and 
impingement on his financial 
means we feel the punishment 
reflects the crime.”

Neighbours fail in bid

COUNCILLORS rejected a plea from 
neighbours of a proposed tennis court 
who claimed the noise of the ball 
would ruin their summer. 

Officials voted in favour of the court 
at a house in Bethel Row, Faversham, 
at a meeting of the planning commit¬ 
tee on Thursday, March 4. 

The Grade 2 listed building is in the 
Kent Downs area of outstanding nat¬ 
ural beauty. 

The motion was carried by majori¬ 
ty vote. The applicant agreed to sink 
the court deeper into the ground and 
plant hedging to muffle any sound. 

Drink-driver banned 

MAGISTRATES banned a 
Faversham man from driving after 
he was caught at the wheel more 
than twice the alcohol limit. 

Clive Eldridge, of Painters Forstal, 
pleaded guilty at Sittingboume 
Magistrates Court on February 26, to 
driving in Preston Street while under 
the influence of alcohol. Eldridge had 
83 microgrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal limit is 
35. 

The 60-year-old was disqualified 
from driving for 20 months, fined 
£100 and ordered to pay £100 costs.

SOME people who appear before 
magistrates will now find their 
names on the Kent police website. 

Justice Minister Claire Ward visit¬ 
ed Kent Police HQ in Maidstone on 
Monday for the official launch of the 
new service, a first in Britain. 

Ms Ward congratulated Kent Police 
on setting up the system, which fol¬ 
lows her department’s commitment 
to let more people see what goes on in 
the courts of Britain. 

“We want to make sure that people 
see the whole process, from the origi¬ 
nal offence through to conviction,” 
she told her audience, which included 
chairman of the Kent Police 
Authority Ann Bames. 

She added: “It is not just about jus¬ 
tice being done, but also justice being 
seen to be done.” 

Details about defendants are sim¬ 


ple and include the name, age and 
address of the person convicted, 
appearance date, court and the sen¬ 
tence. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge told guests that the web¬ 
site was an important part of contin¬ 
ually reassuring the public in one of 
the lowest crime areas of Britain. 

He said: “The public are often 
aware when we arrest people but 
haven’t always been finding out how 
they are then dealt with. Working 
with our website, our newsletters 
and with the newspapers across 
Kent we hope to bridge that gap.” 

Kent police developed the service 
in co-operation with newspaper 
groups from the county and KOS 
Media’s group editor Gary Wright 
and KM senior editor Bob Bounds 
were invited to speak to the minister. 


The court details will also be pro¬ 
vided to the county’s newspapers. 

Mr Wright said: “I spoke with the 
minister who knew how newspapers 
find it increasingly difficult to be in 
court all of the time and this step by 
Kent police will help more people see 
more of what goes on. This new serv¬ 
ice is useful to us as well.” 

ACC Beautridge said: “I am really 
grateful for the advice we have 
received from KOS Media about our 
Justice Seen, Justice Done feature.

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Drink driver who hit 
son'got away lightly' 


A MOTHER whose son was rushed 
to hospital on a spinal board after 
being hit by a drink driver blasted 
the “soft punishment” handed out 
by magistrates. 

Tania Allen, of Saddlebrook Park, Leysdown, 
pleaded guilty to failing to provide a specimen 
of breath and driving without due care and 
attention on December 3, 2009. 

She appeared at Sittingboume Magistrates 
Court on March 3 where she received a 16- 
month driving ban and a £550 fine. 

The court heard how the 47-year-old drank 
several glasses of wine with work colleagues, 
but despite knowing she could be over the legal 
limit chose to drive her BMW home. 

On the way she rammed into the back of 
Shane Faulkener’s motorbike in Eastchurch 
High Street, flinging him from his seat and 
wedging the bike under Allen’s car. 

As her 21-year-old victim was rushed to hos¬ 
pital with suspected injuries to his head and 
spine, Allen, who police said smelled of alcohol, 
failed to give a breath test on three occasions, 
sucking and puffing on the breathalyzer and 
holding her breath. 

While she faces a £550 fine, Shane continues 
to repay the £3,000 loan he took out to buy his 
dream bike, which is now a mangled mess. 

Speaking after the trial, Shane’s mum Karen 
Faulkener, of Manor Road, Queenborough, said: 
“I was in bed when I got a call to say my son 
was being rushed to hospital. I felt sick. It’s 
every mother’s nightmare. 

“He was crying and in pain and said he was 
really scared. He told us he thought he was

going to die when he saw the wheels of her car. 
It was a horrific ordeal. 

‘When I found out it was a drunken woman 
driving the car I was appalled. I hoped today 
we’d get justice but I don’t feel like this is the 
case. It was a soft punishment. I think a 16- 
month ban and a fine is pathetic. 

“That woman has never once said sorry. She’s 
shown no remorse or regret apart from how it’s 
affected her life. In court today all we heard was 
how her job has been affected or how she has 
had attention from the press, but has she 
thought how our lives have been affected? 

“My son is still suffering from his injuries. He 
gets flashbacks and has to see a physiothera¬ 
pist because he is still has pain from his back 
and neck injuries.” 

Mrs Faulkener says although Shane, who 
studied at Minster College and now works as a 
fabricator, received an insurance payout, it was 
not enough to replace his bike. 

She added: “It’s sickening that essentially the 
accident has cost Shane more than her. He has 
months left on his original loan, but is driving a 
second hand bike.” 

Allen, who works at Barclays Bank in 
Sittingboume, must now wait to hear if she will 
lose her job after 19 years. 

However, Mrs Faulkener has no sympathy for 
Allen’s plight. “A 16-month ban is nothing. She 
should have been given a four or five-year ban 
or at the very least be made to take her driving 
test again. I have no sympathy for her.”

Medical kit helps to 
recover stolen goods 


IT’S equipment normally associated 
with hospitals and surgeons, but 
specialist police officers in Swale are 
using an endoscope to track down 
stolen goods. 

In a series of raids involving 40 
officers, cops used the £40,000 kit to 
search properties used by burglars 
in Sittingboume and Sheemess 

The endoscope has already helped 
officers to track down a range of 
stolen goods, including credit cards, 
driving licences, cigarettes, alcohol, 
electronic equipment and jewellery. 

By using a small probe and a con¬ 
trol panel officers can search in wall 
cavities, ceilings and under floor 
boards and view the results on a TV 
screen attached to the main unit. 

“Thieves hide goods in all manner 
of places, whether that’s up a chim¬ 
ney, in lofts or under floor boards,” 
said uniformed tactical team opera¬ 
tions sergeant Russ Phillips. 

“This technology means we can 
look under floorboards, inside chim¬ 
ney breasts and wall cavities and 
under insulation in lofts. 

“The kit also enables us to take 
photos and record digitally any hid¬ 
den items. We don’t use it every day, 
but in detailed searches it comes into 
its own.”

Court short, but 
protestors shun 
chily pavement 


THEY face drug addicts, robbers 
and violent thugs on a daily basis 
- but going out in the cold to 
protest against Government cuts 
was a bridge too far for magis¬ 
trates court officials. 

While up to 270,000 of their civil servant 
colleagues took part in a 48-hour, country¬ 
wide protest against plans to scrap redun¬ 
dancy pay, court staff in Sittingbourne chose 
to remain inside the building. 

One court worker said although banners 
had been made and plans laid to take part in 
possibly the biggest unrest in the public sec¬ 
tor for more than two decades, after dipping 
their toe into the crisp Monday air, staff 
called the whole thing off. 

He added: “You won’t get a court case here 
today. They’ve all been cancelled due to the 
strike. It’s been like this all day. 

“The banners were made and ready and 
staff were supposed to be outside. Have they 
been out? Have they ever. It’s too cold for this 
lot. The banners are still in the back room. 
I’m taking one as a souvenir.” 

Despite their absence outside court, there 
was an equal lack of action indoors as most 
scheduled cases were adjourned. 

Those due to be sentenced were sent home

leaving one skeleton court struggling to keep 
the system going. The 48-hour walkout on 
Monday and Tuesday involved workers from 
courts, ports, job and tax centres and emer¬ 
gency police stations nationwide. 

It was organised by the Public and 
Commercial Services Union (PCSU), whose 
members fear losing a third of their entitle¬ 
ment through cuts to the civil service com¬ 
pensation scheme. 

Under the new system, which takes effect 
in April, workers who take voluntary redun¬ 
dancy will have their pay-offs capped at 
£60,000. It will save the Government an esti¬ 
mated £500 million. 

The PCSU, Britain’s fifth biggest union, 
said an employee with 20 years’ service could 
lose £20,000 as a result of new caps. 

Striking members included staff at 
Government departments as well as workers 
in Parliament, museums and the Royal 
Courts of Justice. 

A spokesman for the court service said 
while no courts were closed as a result of the 
action there may be a reduction in services. 

PCSU spokesman Bernard Harkins said 
more action was planned ahead of the gener¬ 
al election this year. 


Paying the price after flytipping 


A PROSECUTION for flytipping was success¬ 
fully brought against a Faversham household¬ 
er after the man he paid to take rubbish away 
dumped it in Salters Lane. 

Gaiy Grimes, of Finch Close, was fined £67 
and ordered to pay £100 to Swale council to 
cover the cost of removing the waste, by 
Sittingbourne magistrates. 

The court heard bags of waste were found 
dumped along the bridlepath. As well as 
newspapers, wood-shavings and peat, they 
also provided evidence linking the bags to 
Grimes. When interviewed he admitted 
responsibility for the waste, saying he had 
paid a man £5 to take it away. 

A Swale council official said: “Last year we 
prosecuted 17 offenders for waste-related 
offences, more than any other district author¬ 
ity in Kent.”

Wood site be pollutant?

AN ENVIRONMENTALIST has 
warned that a proposed renew¬ 
able energy recycling plant in 
Sittingbourne will pump toxic 
fumes into the atmosphere. 

One of the largest privately-owned waste 
management companies in the south-east, 
the Countrystyle group, has applied to Kent 
County Council for permission to open a bio¬ 
mass power plant at Ridham Dock. 

If successful the plant will convert 30,000 
tons of waste wood from landfill producing 
enough electricity to power 6,300 homes via 
the national grid substation at Kemsley. 

Chemicals 

However, Faversham and mid-Kent Green 
Party parliamentary candidate Tim Valentine 
said he was concerned that wood covered with 
lead paint or toxic metals would release harm¬ 
ful chemicals into the atmosphere. 

He said: “I have some reservations about 
waste incineration as a power source because 
often the waste may be better used to recover 
useful material or it may not contribute much 
energy to the process. The first priority 
should be to reduce the amount of waste cre¬ 
ated in the first place. The second priority is 
to reuse waste material. 

“If Countrystyle are burning locally- 
sourced, low-grade waste wood that could not 
be put to an alternative use it could make a 
useful contribution to a low-carbon future, 
but I would want to be reassured there are 
adequate controls to clean the emissions, 


especially from residues such as paint. 

“The most efficient way to bum waste wood 
is in a local combined heat and power plant 
that supplies both heat and electricity to the 
local community and other businesses. 

A spokesman for the company said: “The 
waste wood will contain small amounts of 
contamination which is the reason it has his¬ 
torically been sent to landfill rather than 
being recycled. 

“The site will operate under an environ¬ 
mental permit and will undergo a detailed 
review of the design, specification, operation 
and control of the proposed technology to 
ensure the best available technique is 
employed throughout.” 

A spokesman for Kent County Council said: 


“We are taking an in-depth look at provision 
for renewable energy in the county over the 
next few months. 

“During spring and early summer 2010 we 
will assess the pros and cons of various types 
of renewable energy technology, and the role 
it could play in providing us with a secure 
and affordable energy supply in the future.”

Councils address 
housing problem 

ELEVEN new affordable homes have been 
built in Lynsted thanks to the collaboration of 
two parish councils. 

Lynsted with Kingsdown and Tenyham coun¬ 
cils campaigned for the homes at Cherxy Fields, 
Lynsted Lane, after soaring house prices forced 
many to move away from the village. 

It took 10 months to build the houses and 
four of the homes have been offered for sale on 
a shared ownership basis with the remainder 
being rented out at low cost. 

The estate will be managed by English Rural 
housing association with the aim of ensuring 
people from the village can stay in the area. 

With a school, shops, doctor surgery and a 
train station, the popularity of the village has 
led to an increase in demand for homes and 
pushed property prices beyond the means of 
many people bom and brought up in the area. 

Spokesman for English Rural, Adrian 
Maunders, said: “Like so many villagers across 
Kent, the lack of affordable homes is forcing 
many local households particularly the young, to 
move from rural communities in order to secure 
a suitable property elsewhere. The homes at 
Cherry Fields will go some way towards redress¬ 
ing the balance for Teynham and Lynsted.”

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Pool cover will save 
us cash and carbon 


Testing targets missed 
for the slent infection 


A SWIMMING pool covers installed at 
Sheemess Healthy Living Centre will save 
thousands of pounds and cut carbon emis¬ 
sions. 

The cover, purchased through an external 
grant obtained by Swale council, will save 
£8,490 a year by keeping the water warm 
overnight, allowing heaters to be switched off. 

With the pool temperature unlikely to drop 
by more than a couple of degrees, staff will 
quickly be able to restore the heat to normal 
levels, saving an estimated 44.62 tonnes in 
carbon emissions a year. 

The Swallows in Sittingboume has also 
installed pool covers which are expected to 
save £11,500 a year in fuel costs and 61 tonnes 
of annual carbon emissions. Both clubs follow 
in the wake of Faversham pool, which installed 
covers last year. 

Swale’s Cllr Gerry Lewin said: “We are 
delighted the pool cover is in place. Faversham 
pool has shown they are a sound investment 
and provide real value as well as saving ener¬ 
gy. We are committed to creating a cleaner and 
greener Swale. The cover will pay for itself 
within two years and start reducing carbon 
emissions straight away.”

CHLAMYDIA testing in Swale 
has missed the Government’s tar¬ 
get by a massive 54 per cent. 

The Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust was given the task of testing 
3,500 15 to 24-year-olds as part of a national 
campaign to combat the spread of the most 
prevalent of all sexually-transmitted dis¬ 
eases. However, officials admit they have 
managed to reach just 1,611. 

NHS community services spokesman Gary 
Mcfegan said: “We have struggled to get 
young people to come forward and while the 
Swale initiative has been going for less time 
than the rest of eastern and coastal Kent, the 
take up rate has been the worst. 

“Like with many youngsters, it may be a 
case of what they think is important and the 
reality being two different things. 

“It could also be that we need to think of dif¬ 
ferent ways to get the message over to them, 
perhaps using different mediums to commu¬ 
nicate such as texting, emailing or use of the 
internet. 

‘Young people need to understand that 
while it may not be hip and trendy to go for a 
test and while they may feel embarrassed, 
chlamydia is often a silent infection with very 
few or no noticeable symptoms. If left

untreated it can cause long-term damage, 
spread to other parts of the body and lead to 
infertility.” 

Chlamydia is caused by chlamydia tra¬ 
chomatis, a bacteria found in the semen of 
men and vaginal fluids of women who have 
the infection. It is easily passed from one per¬ 


son to another through unprotected sex. 

Genital chlamydia is now the most common 
bacterial sexually transmitted infection (STI) 
in the UK, being most likely to affect men and 
women under the age of 25. 

Trust official Vanessa Lowe said: 
“Chlamydia is so easy to treat and we urge 
young men and women to be tested. The tests 
are non-invasive using either a simple swab 
or urine sample. It’s quick and painless and is 
treated with just one short course of antibi¬ 
otics. 

“We would always advise young people to 
delay sex until they are older and absolutely 
sure they can take on the responsibility and 
consequences of sexual disease or pregnancy. 
Sexually active youngsters should be tested 
regularly. 

“Specialist clinics have evolved over the 
past two years and we now have two full-time 
nurses who run outreach sessions across the 
region. 

“The service offers free and confidential 
advice and tests on sexual health, pregnancy 
and contraception.” 

Clinic locations include the Sheerness 
Healthy Living Centre, Sheppey Community 
Hospital and Sittingboume Memorial 
Hospital.

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Wireless 'Avatar' technology 
opens up new metical world

TECHNOLOGY used to make 
triple-Oscar winning 3D film 
Avatar is being used by a universi¬ 
ty to research groundbreaking 
ways of allowing sick children to 
leave behind life-saving monitor¬ 
ing equipment. 

The hi-tech movie approach is being used by 
researchers at the School of Engineering and 
Digital Arts at the University of Kent. 

It has snapped up a motion capture system 
and scanner to research how wireless devices 
actually work. 

Most of us know the concept of a wireless 
device thanks to our wide use of mobile phones 
and laptops. But we also know how annoying 
it is when we lose the signal. 

What this new equipment will hopefully do 
is allow the development of machines and sen¬ 
sors that don’t drop their signals. 

Once that’s done, they could be used in hos¬ 
pitals to free patients ‘tied’ to vital monitoring 
machines.

They could even be used in people’s homes. 

This new project is being run with Great 
Ormond Street Children’s Hospital in London. 

Dr John Batchelor is a senior lecturer in 
electronic engineering at the University of 
Kent. He realised a wireless system would 
allow youngsters in hospital who are wired to 
various machines more freedom to get up and 
play. 

But wireless is prone to losing connection, 
just like a mobile phone. But if this happened 
while a child was hooked up wirelessly to 
something like a heart monitoring machine 
and lost connection during a heart attack, the 
results could be fatal. 

So using a £500,000 grant from the 
Engineering and Physical Sciences Research 
Council, Dr Batchelor bought a VICON 
infrared motion capture system and a 3D laser 
Anthroscan scanner which produces 3D image 
of an entire person in a few seconds. It’s one of 
just two in the UK. 

Using the big budget movie quality system, 
he will be able to monitor exactly how wireless

radio waves 'wrap’ around a person or object. 

His team will be able to help design a new 
breed of devices that can ‘see’ each other all 
the time, no matter what obstacles are placed 
between the sender and receiver. 

The data will be used to animate 3D scans of 
their bodies. It is these ‘avatars’, or computer- 
animated characters, that will allow the team 
to analyse radio waves ‘creeping 5 around the 
body and from this ascertain the implications 
for power and battery management on wire¬ 
less devices. 

Dr Batchelor said: “Currently, children 
undergoing lengthy observations in hospitals 
may be tethered by cables and wires for long 
periods. When I heard about this, I thought 
there had to be a way to free them and other 
patients from their attachment to machines. 

“By extension, new methods must also now 
be found to allow ill and ageing people to stay 
in their own homes, where many of them 
would prefer to be.”

AUSTRALIAN heart-throb Jason Donovan 
made a flying visit to Bluewater last week.

The 41-year-old, who made his name in hit 
soap Neighbours before embarking on a 
remarkable career which saw him top the 
charts with a string of singles and then tread 
the boards in West End musicals, was helping 
launch the latest Australian travel brochure 
for travel firm Kuoni. 

Hundreds of fans queued up to get a glimpse 
of the star, who chatted and signed auto¬ 
graphs. 

Donovan presents a regular Sunday night 
show on Heart - previously Invicta FM - and 
was joined at Bluewater by drivetime host 
Neil Kefford. 

It was the start of a long day for the star. He 
is currently appearing in the musical Priscilla 
Queen of the Desert in London and is already 
starting rehearsals for his role in the touring 
version of Jeff Wayne’s The War Of The 
Worlds. It takes in a host of arena dates later 
this year and next - including a show at the 
02 Arena in Greenwich. 

Speaking exclusively to this newspaper, 
Donovan revealed what he believes is the 


secret to a career which has now stretched 
over 20 years in the limelight. 

He explained: “One could argue you need to 


have a little bit of talent to last this long. But 
you need a lot of luck along the way, and I 
work very hard. I don’t finish work today, for 


example, until 11.30pm. 

“The essence of it is a love for the craft of 
singing, acting and performing. I still love that 
side of it. It’s a lot of hard work and a highly 
pressured job. 

“I cope with that thanks to a great family.” 

And he enjoys his trips to Kent when he gets 
the chance to visit from his west London 
home. 

He said: “I’ve been here lots. I’d like to spend 
more quality time here, but my main base is 
London. I do have connections with Ashford 
through my family, but I haven’t spent much 
time there.” 

Mr Donovan rose to fame as Scott Robinson 
in Neighbours with his on-screen relationship 
with Kylie Minogue developing off it too. 

After securing three number one hits in the 
late 1980s, his career nose-dived after he suc¬ 
cessfully sued The Face magazine after they 
suggested he was gay. 

He was tagged homophobic - a claim he has 
always denied - and later admitted taking the 
court action was one of the biggest mistakes of 
his life. 

In the mid-1990s he suffered an addiction to 
cocaine and cannabis. He has been clean for 
ten years and found fame more recently when 
he starred in ITVl’s I’m a Celebrity.

The other group have made a lifestyle choice 
that means they take up two seats... that’s just 
greedy and inconsiderate to fellow travellers. 

Charging porkies more makes sense to me and to the 
76 per cent of people who were in favour of a ‘Fat Tax’ 
according to travel search website Skyscanner.net. 

Cry discrimination all you want, but lardarses who 
don’t fit standard airline seats should be prepared for 
heavier ticket prices. 

Anyone who has suffered long flights with the 
person in the next seat flowing over the armrest 
knows it makes sense. If you choose to pack more 
than the luggage allowance, you pay more, so I the 
same rule should apply to excess bingo wings. 

But the lure of cheap Sangria and a Mediterranean 
fry up mean that fatties are not going to roll over and 
take it (they probably can’t). 

Lanky Simon James, a 6ft 5ins man from 
Edinburgh warned that airlines already discriminate 
against the tall. 


He said: “Everyone’s talking about ‘fat tax’, but ‘tall 
tax’ has been around for years. I always request an 
exit row seat, but there’s no guarantee you’ll get one. 
On many budget carriers, I have to pay for the 
privilege of choosing a seat or boarding first.” 

Yet in the next breath he seemed to be sticking the 
same boot in the fleshy behind of fatties as eveiyone else. 

Simon said: “I have sympathy for overweight 
people, but at least the vast majority of them can 
lose weight if they choose. Tall people can’t get any 
shorter. People come in all shapes and sizes, and 
airlines should accommodate us all.”

Many airlines charge a premium for seats with 
extra leg room, for example Qantas charges an 
additional $160 on some flights for an exit aisle seat. 

Kevin Smith, famed American film director and 
actor, was the latest passenger to get involved in the 
airline ‘fat tax’ row after he was ejected from a 
Southwest Airlines flight after his bulk was deemed 
a ‘safety risk’. 

If he was between me and the aisle, I’d agree too. 

Airlines should just get on with it, fit some bigger 
seats and charge according to weight and waist 
measurement. 

Of course, there could be a sliding discount: Fat 
mum sitting between her two kids will still be three 
seats, she can overflow and they’ll be used to the smell. 

If you want to save cash flying? Lose a few pounds... 
well stone.

payout. But in the South East over 
half (51 per cent) of people 
approaching retirement admit they 
have done nothing to plan for their 
retirement. 

A poll by Ipsos MORI shows that 
of the over-50s in the South East 
questioned who have looked into 
their retirement options, just 64 per 
cent checked how much state 
pension they will get. 

Over a third approaching 
retirement, 38 per cent, say they 
haven’t even discussed their plans 
with their partner. To mark the 
countdown to the pension changes, 
the Department for Work and 
Pensions is calling on people 
approaching retirement to find out 
the facts. 

We are changing the state 
pension to make it fairer and more 
generous, so more people are able 
to build up the full amount. 

These days most of us can expect 
to spend at least 20 years in 
retirement, so it is important that 
people understand how these 
changes affect them and plan 
ahead so they can get the most out 
of later life. 

To help the younger generations 
build up a firm foundation for later 
life, a new National Insurance 
credit will allow parents and carers 
to accrue a full basic state pension. 

For the first time it will be 
possible for a carer to do this 
entirely with credits. To ensure the 
system is sustainable for the future, 
the state pension age for women 
will gradually rise from 60 to 65 to 
match men. In the past, millions of 


women who chose to stay home and 
care for family and children have 
missed out on pension cash in 
retirement. 

Next month this will change. The 
system will be fairer for women and 
carers. Nine out of ten women will 
be able to build up a full basic 
pension in their own right. The 
Department for Work and Pensions 
is encouraging people to visit 
www.direct.gov.uk/pensions or call 
0800 678 1132 for more information 
on planning for later life.

'Robin Hood tax' can 
tackle child poverty 

More than 600,000 UK children 
could be lifted out of poverty this 
year by the introduction of a ‘Robin 
Hood’ tax on big banks. This would 
mean the Government would meet 
its target to halve child poverty by 
2010. The Robin Hood tax is a tiny 
charge of 0.05 per cent that would be 
levied on massive deals done daily by 
global financial institutions - the big 
banks blamed for the economic crisis 
- not on high street banks. 

There are 2.3 million children 
living in poverty in the UK. Severe 
child poverty actually increased by 
more than a quarter of a million in 
the four boom years before the 
recession hit in 2008, and now 
totals 1.7 million. Save the 
Children is calling on politicians 
from all parties to back the tax and 
make tackling poverty an urgent 
priority. The Robin Hood tax is so 
tiny it would make no difference to 
the banks. However the proceeds 
would utterly transform thousands 
of lives of stifled by poverty.

The Robin Hood tax now has 
more Facebook fans than all the 
political parties put together.

Chairman, Martin Kitchen 
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WWU fighter pilot recalls 

time turban saved his life

AS THE 70th anniversary of the 
Battle of Britain approaches, a 
Sikh fighter pilot has told how his 
life was saved by the padding in 
his turban after he was forced to 
crash-land his aircraft near Dover. 

Squadron Leader Mohinder Singh Pujji, 
one of the few Indian ace flyers in the RAF, 
crashed-landed after his plane was badly 
damaged in a mid-air skirmish. 

But he managed to get his Hurricane down 
in one piece and the young flyer crash-landed 
near the White Clifts of Dover, where rescuers 
pulled him from the wreckage, suffering from 
a bad head injury. 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji, now 91, said his specially- 
adapted turban headgear - a requisite of his 
religion - even had his RAF wings sewn onto 
it. The turban acted as a cushion during the 
crash-landing, almost certainly preventing 
the young flyer’s death. 

He told of his daring wartime exploits 
ahead of the publication of his memoirs - For 
King And Another Country - later this year. 

The RAF ace said: “The padding of my 
turban saved me. It was full of blood. I was 
taken to hospital, but after seven days was 
back to flying again. 

“In the fight a German bullet smashed into 
my dashboard and all my instruments were

gone. I radioed for directions back to the 
nearest landing strip. I could see the English 
Channel beneath -1 really didn’t want to bail 
out. I could see the White Cliffs and thought 
I would make it - then the landing strip 
appeared, with fire engines around it. 

“But as I put my landing gear down, fire 
took hold of the plane. Blood was pouring 
from my head, but the six feet of wound cloth 
of my turban saved me from worse impact 
injuries. People say, ‘you claim this as you are 
a religious man’, but I really think it was the 
case. The aircraft was a total wreck.” 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji’s turban was fitted so the 
earphones could go over the top - and he even 
carried a spare in his cockpit. 

He said: “The Nazis created havoc. That’s 
why I felt I was fighting a just cause. I knew 
why war broke out and who Hitler was. 


“Britain went to war to save Europe and I 
went to war for Britain. I saw the people here 
and had admiration for them.” 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji is surrounded by wartime 
memorabilia at his home in Gravesend. 

He signed up for military duty after 
responding to an advert declaring: ‘Pilots 
needed for RAF’ in an Indian newspaper. 

After learning to fly in 1937, he was one of 
only eight pilots from the Empire colony 
deemed good enough for fighter duties. 

Arriving in August, 1940, at the height of 
the Battle of Britain, the young officer flew 
countless missions against the Luftwaffe as 
they flew sorties across southern England. 

He had another lucky escape when he was 
shot down by ground fire from Rommel’s 
Afrika Korps in the western desert. 

He said: “I didn’t know what to do. I sat on 
top of my plane and after a while saw a cloud 
of dust. I didn’t mind who was picking me up, 
Germany or Britain. I started waving my 
shirt and luckily it was the British.” 

In all Sqdn Ldr Pujji saw action in five 
theatres of war - Europe, Africa, the Middle 
East, Palestine and Asia. He is the only man 
to hold that distinction. 

After the war he resumed his career with 
Shell Oil before running an aerodrome for the 
Indian government. 

Sqdn Ldr Pujji, who was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross for his bravery, 
made headlines last year after campaigning 
against the BNP. He was angered by party 
leader Nick Griffin’s use of the wartime 
Spitfire to symbolise Britishness. 


New credit union 
launched to tackle 
loan sharks threat 

A COUNTYWIDE credit union providing a 
safer alternative to loan sharks has finally 
been launched more than four months later 
than originally forecast. 

Kent Savers has been ready to begin trading 
since the end of October, but has only just been 
given the green light by the Financial Services 
Authority, which has been accused of being 
overly cautious in the wake of the recession. 

The union - which is a non-profit making 
body offering loans of between £500-5,000 - 
was officially launched at the Little Pebbles 
children’s centre in Gravesend, last week. 

Chief officer John Fowler said the location 
was specifically chosen to show families on low 
incomes that there is an alternative to 
borrowing money from loan sharks. 

Earlier this year Kent Trading Standards 
revealed it had failed to secure a single loan 
shark conviction in the previous 12 months, 
blaming it on borrowers being too scared to 
come forward and give evidence. 

Such lenders often charge exorbitant 
interest rates but the new credit union - which 
operates out of Gravesend’s Old Town Hall, 
but is accessible throughout the county - offers 
a fixed rate interest of 27 per cent. 

The union is targeted at residents who 
cannot guarantee earnings or have no equity, 
and has been set up at a cost of £750,000. 

A third of that figure was supplied by Kent 
County Council. 

Residents will be able to access the Kent 
Savers union at one of the county’s seven 
Gateways - in Ashford, Dover, Maidstone, 
Tenterden, Margate, Tonbridge and Tunbridge

King of the motor world 

Tbyotis annus horribi| 
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Stars join forces in real-life story 
of father who saved his kids' lives

THE hardest thing for any parent 
is to see their children suffer. 

John Crowley and his wife Aileen were dev¬ 
astated when they learned that two of their 
three children suffered from Pompe disease, a 
rare genetic illness that would kill them. 

Rather than give in to despair, they made a 
pact: Aileen would look after the children and 
John would quit his job as a financial consult¬ 
ant to find a cure. 

With no experience in medicine, John met 
scientists and researchers, raised millions of 
dollars and set up his own pharmaceutical 
company to produce an enzyme that would 
help his children. 

Harrison Ford read an article about the 
Crowleys in the Wall Street Journal and the 
film is based on Pulitzer Prize-winning jour¬ 
nalist Geeta Anand’s book The Cure: How A 
Father Raised $100 Million - And Bucked The 
Medical Establishment - In A Quest To Save 
His Children. 

“I thought Geeta’s book had something to 
say about personal courage, initiative, parents’ 
love and the power to overcome extraordinari¬ 
ly difficult circumstances,” says Ford. 

Ford, also an executive producer on the film, 
chose Crash star Brendan Fraser to play John 
Crowley. 

While the film compresses six years of strife 
into just 100 minutes, and the myriad scien¬ 
tists who helped Crowley are represented by 
one fictional character, Dr Robert Stonehill 
(Ford), the real-life story of Crowley’s efforts is 
much more complicated. 

Once he’d set up his biotech company and 
developed an enzyme that showed potential, 
Crowley sold his firm to Genzyme Corp for 
more than $100m so the larger company could 
get the drug tested and into production. 

But his children Megan, then five, and his 
youngest son Patrick were deemed too old to 
be tested in the first round of trials. As they got 
steadily weaker Crowley tried everything to 


get them on to the drug. 

He secretly approached a hospital about con¬ 
ducting a ‘sibling trial’, which would show how 
children responded differently to treatment. 

But when Genzyme found out, they refused 
to deliver the drug for the trial because 
Crowley worked for the company. 

Brendan Fraser, 41, who has three sons, says 
he understood how John Crowley felt. 

“When you’re a parent you can’t deny the 
instinct to do whatever you can to ensure your 
children’s health and wellbeing and, in this 
case, to see that they stay alive. 

“It’s poignant that Crowley took a great deal 


of satisfaction in telling his daughter that she 
gets a shot at being an old lady. 

“Before, this heart-breaking disease took the 
lives of kids who usually didn’t make it past 
the age of eight. But through the efforts of 
John and this team of scientists, doctors, 
researchers and investors that he galvanised 
around him, he saved his kids’ lives.” 

Fraser admits he felt an “obligation to 
embody who John is” on screen, both his sto¬ 
icism and his humanity. 

“He is the one of the most principled individ¬ 
uals I’ve ever met,” he says. “But at the same 
time I had to allow him to be someone who the 



audience can identify with, not just a super¬ 
hero dad.” 

Both actors admit the experience has made 
them value their own children more. Ford, 
who has five children and three grandchil¬ 
dren, believes parenting improves with age. 

“There’s nothing like the company of young 
kids to keep you on your toes and remind you 
of the pleasure of learning. It’s exciting to be 
around them.”

THE world didn’t really need anoth¬ 
er panel-based show. 

We have Mock the Week, 8 out of 
10 Cats, Buzzcocks and a load more, 
which I’ve either missed or am too 
lazy to list. 

But with The Bubble, the BBC has 
at least deviated somewhat from the 
well-worn, and often boring route. 

Presented by David Mitchell, who, 
for me is one of the most original 
comedy thinkers in the country, the 
show sees three celebrities voluntari¬ 
ly step into a “news bubble” for a few 
days. 

This involves cutting themselves off 
from the stories that are filling the 
newspapers, internet and TV. 

Mitchell then feeds them stories, 
most of which are totally made up, to 
sift through and decide which are 
real and which are piffle.

minus the blue-rinsed duffers, and is 
actually pretty good. 

It’s amazing to see the stories that 
the guests deem to be real, but the 
world is a crazy place and it just goes 
to show that you never quite know 
what bizarre stories will crop up. 

WHEN Jonathan Ross walks away 
from the BBC it will leave a gaping 
hole in its radio and TV schedules. 

Personally I think it’s a good thing 
that his Friday night chat beast is 
laying down to die. 

This is not America, where the chat 
show is king and hosts such as Leno 
and Letterman sit in their chairs for 
decades on end. 

It seems to have run its course here 
and Ross talked more about himself 


than the guests anyway, which kind 
of defeats the point. 

However, Wossy as host of the 
Film... series, once the kingdom of 
Bany “and why not” Norman, is a 
much better broadcaster. 

He knows his stuff, and has never 
been afraid to speak his mind, which 
must be a tricky task when many of 
the stars of the latest films turn up 
on his chat show. 

I hope the Beeb will continue this 
show, which is something of an insti¬ 
tution, running as it has since 1971. 

Ross’s knowledge of quirky cinema 
will especially be missed, as will the 
short Inside Hollywood features, 
praised by film fans. 

An ideal replacement for Ross 
would be Mark Kermode, probably 
the nation’s best known film critic, 
but whether he could pull it off is 
another matter.

A much-loved though often controversial fig¬ 
ure, Jackson began his career as the talented 
lead singer of the Jackson Five in the mid-60s.

Alongside his brothers, Jackson became a 
huge star, but it was later claimed that he had 
a troubled relationship with his father. 

Jackson’s fifth solo album, Off The Wall, was 
produced by the legendary Quincy Jones and 
became a huge success, earning Jackson a 
number of high profile awards. But he was 
determined to improve on the album’s success 
with his next release and he was as good as his 
word. In 1982 he released Thriller, which 
remains the best-selling album of all time. 

By now Jackson was one of the most famous 
men in the world and had really earned his 
nickname, the King of Pop. His captivating 
moonwalk dance continues to be impersonat¬ 
ed and his look, as well as his music, made him 
a cultural icon. 

Alongside his phenomenal success in the 
80s, his personal life became the subject of 
increasing tabloid scrutiny. The apparent fad¬ 
ing of his skin colour and changing appear¬ 
ance prompted a number of outlandish stories, 
claiming he slept in an oxygen tank and 
bleached his skin. 

His Neverland ranch became a place of 
retreat for the star, who built his own fair¬ 
ground and bought exotic animals, including a 
chimp called Bubbles. He was twice accused of

child sex abuse, but the first case was settled 
out of court and Jackson was acquitted of all 
charges on the second occasion. 

Jackson married twice - first to Lisa Marie 
Presley, though they divorced two years later 
and secondly to nurse Deborah Rowe, who 
gave birth to Jackson’s first two children. The 
marriage lasted three years and Jackson 
retained full custody of his son and daughter. 
In 2002 he added a third child to his family, 
although the mother’s identity was unknown. 

Last year it was announced that London’s 
02 Arena would host a series of 50 comeback 
concerts and demand for tickets was enor¬ 
mous. But fans would be denied the chance to 
see Jackson perform live one last time - his 
death was announced on June 25,2009. 

The essence of Jackson’s spirit was captured 
in Michael Jackson’s This Is It, a documentary 
feature which showed rehearsal footage for 
the London concerts.

UNLIKE Prague, Berlin 
and Paris, the capital city of 
Thailand - Bangkok - has¬ 
n’t yet made it into the city 
break hall of fame. 

However, as airlines cut long-haul 
fares to beat the recession, more 
travellers are likely to find them¬ 
selves stopping off there, either as a 
curtain-raiser to the rest of this 
intriguing country or breaking their 
journey to some far flung shore for a 
dose of winter sun. 

We’d wisely chosen a hotel that 
offered respite from the city’s hub¬ 
bub, the newly-opened President 
Place Hotel in the business area of 
Sukhumvit. 

Within easy reach of the main 
markets and historic centre of 
Bangkok, it still manages to provide 
luxuriously big rooms, free wi-fi and 
a swimming pool - all from 4,000 
baht (£76) per night. 

In the company of a girlfriend, we 
decided that before hitting the 
sights, including Bangkok’s extraor¬ 
dinary Royal Palace, we needed to 
pay our respects to one of Bangkok’s 
great cultural landmarks - 
Chatuchak market. 

Open every weekend, this open- 
air, 5000-plus stall affair is well 
known among travellers as the only 
place to go for incredible bargains 
and a once-in-a-lifetime shopping 
experience. 

Although prices have gradually 
crept up to match the spending 
capacity of the more wealthy cus¬ 
tomers, Chatuchak is still perfect for 
finding cheap clothes, jewellery and 
obscure presents. 

Heaving with shoppers by midday, 


it’s best to get there early (as it’s a lot 
cooler), and accept that at one point 
you’re bound to lose your compan¬ 
ions. 

As the second most expensive city 
in south-east Asia, behind 
Singapore, it can be easy to feel a lit¬ 
tle small in Bangkok. Edifices built 
with the profits of high finance soar 
up around you, filled with luxurious 
restaurants and extraordinary 
views. 

It’s easy for those with just a few 
baht in their pocket to wander 
straight past, but don’t miss out on 
this side of the city just because 
you’ve got into the habit of spending 
£1 on lunch. 

Head to the bar at the top of one of 
the hotels. These are open to every¬ 
one and are the most perfect setting 
for a cocktail. 

Try the Banyan Tree’s Moon bar, 


which is located on the 61st floor. 

Of all the five-star hotels overlook¬ 
ing the Chao Phraya river at the 
heart of the city, none sum up the 
feelings of old-school elegance quite 
like this 130-year-old hotel, which 
has seen Joseph Conrad and Ernest 
Hemingway walk through its doors. 

Taking you back to a long-lost era 
of ceiling fans, lush indoor plants, 
wooden slatted windows and wait¬ 
ers, dinner on its charming terrace 
feels like an obligation, rather than 
a choice. 

After two full body massages, fol¬ 
lowed by a herbal steam and scrub, 
we left the grandeur of the hotel’s 
spa and hopped on to the hotel’s pri¬ 
vate boat, which took us back across 
the river for dinner, dressed in our 
newly purchased dresses. 

There are definitely worse ways to 
spend an evening.

Value for money Skoda 
winds up the Audi set 


NO FAVOURS are sought or given at 
Volkswagen, judging by the way Skoda’s 
Superb Estate bargain stacks up against 
VW posh brand Audi’s A6 Avant. 

The newcomer from VW’s Czech brand 
starts at £17,715 for petrol versions with 
generous standard kit while the German 
exec model starts at ten grand more with 
a fairly ordinary spec for openers. 

Most buyers though will surely check 
out the Superb diesel line-up from 
£18,185 also including a ‘poor man’s 
Quattro’ 4x4 version from £23,770. 



Mazda's economic 
new 6 a tax beater 

ZOOM-Zoom motor brand Mazda has 
revised its company car star for 2010. 

Dartford-based Mazda UK says the 
new-look Mazda6 hatchback and estate 
line-up (from £16,990) has been 
refreshed inside and out and Benefit in 
Kind tax, fuel economy and C02 emis¬ 
sions improved - the latter are now as 
low as 138g/km. 

Mazda UK sales and marketing chief 
Mark Cameron said: “Dynamic and 
engaging driving characteristics have 
also played a big part in the success of 
Mazda6 and they remain at the heart of 
the upgraded model.” 



Micra No4 a step up in 
the high-tech stakes 

NISSAN has taken the wraps off its 
fourth-generation Micra supermini, due 
here this autumn. 

The design does not look as mould¬ 
breaking as its predecessor, but the 
Japanese brand says the newcomer will 
break ground technically with an all- 
new three-cylinder petrol engine includ¬ 
ing supercharged, direct injection and 
ultra low-emission versions. 

It will also be offered with a highly-effi- 
cient new generation Continuously 
Variable Transmission (CVT - automat¬ 
ic) - probably a sign of where smaller 
cars are going. 

Cabin space should be good too with a 
longer wheelbase.

King of the motor world 
Toyota's annus horribilis 



ROAD TEST 


IT HAS been an uncharacteristi¬ 
cally bad year for Toyota. 

The Japanese giant recorded its first net loss 
in 59 years last May and is now embroiled in 
a worldwide recall of some three million 
Toyotas - nearly 181,000 in the UK - to sort 
out a potential risk from sticky throttle pedals. 

And now its reputation as an eco-pioneer 
has been sullied by a recall affecting the third- 
generation Prius hybrid. Some 8,500 UK cars 
will need a software upgrade by dealers. 

It’s a dramatic twist though to the everyday 
story of Prius ownership; apart from dash¬ 
board graphics you can select, showing what 
the hybrid petrol-electric powertrain is doing 
what at any given moment, you soon forget 
that this is a cutting edge piece of kit. 

For the five-door Prius (from £19,504) has 
become so mainstream, comfortable and well- 
equipped that it appeals to everyday users as 
much as well-heeled eco-warriors. 

On the other hand, it highlights how dull it 
is to drive, especially once you slip into the 
‘eco-motoring’ mindset needed to please the 
dashboard display. 

At least it looks sleeker and feels lighter 


on its feet though, thanks to a 90 per cent 
re-engineering of the hybrid system and 
auto gearbox. 

The old 1.5-litre engine has made way for a 
new 1.8, bringing 24 per cent more power 
totalling 134bhp in tandem with the car’s elec¬ 
tric motor. 

This gives equivalent performance to a con¬ 
ventional 2.0-litre family car and addresses 
the Mark II’s Achilles Heel - poor motorway 
fuel consumption. 

Cruising efficiency is said to be up 10 per 
cent now, with an official combined fuel con¬ 
sumption of 72.4mpg. 

Driving deliberately as ‘Mr Awkward’ I 
couldn’t get near that, but I reckon I was up in 
the 50s and 60s most of the time and despite 
one high speed dash of about 80 miles, so the 
big weakness has been put right. 

The Prius also now has the lowest C02 
emissions (89g/km) of any UK family car and 
qualifies for zero road tax - the previous car 
was liable to £35/year - and can even be 
switched to EV (electric vehicle) running only, 
producing zero emissions for up to two kilome¬ 
tres at speeds up to 31mph - ideal for school 
runs and shopping trips.

Experts predict bright 
future for landlords 


AFTER 18 months of uncertainty for the

Call to review strategy 
on long-term land use 


THE Government needs to over¬ 
haul the land use planning system 
to cope with future housing needs 
and the green agenda, its chief 
scientist has warned. 

Professor John Beddington has warned the 
current land use system - which dates back to 
World War Two - is not fit for purpose in the 
21st century. 

He said that many of its statutes are dated 
and far greater provision needs to be made for 
environmental concerns which were simply 
not on the agenda more than half a century 
ago when the strategy currently being used 
was drawn up. 

Acknowledged expert on environmental 
affairs Prof Beddington said post-war aims 
such as reducing urban sprawl have been met 
and that planners would now need to focus on 
problems like providing more residential and 
commercial development. 

He made his statement in a report Land Use

Futures, which was sponsored by government 
departments Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs and Communities and 
Local Government. 

Another vital factor to be taken into account 
is the overall quality of life for residents who 
will see things such as climate change have a 
lasting impact on coming generations. 

He said more development would be needed 
in the next 50 years to cope with an ageing 
population, and development needed to be 
planned to reduce pressure on transport infra¬ 
structure. 

Problems would be most acute in the South 
East, he added. 

“Business as usual is not an option over the 
long-term,” he said. “Without being smart 
about how land is used, we risk missing tar¬ 
gets, such as halting biodiversity loss. 

“The effects of climate change and new pres¬ 
sures on land could escalate, seriously eroding 


the quality of life,” said Prof Beddington. He 
said the Government needed to make critical 
choices on the priorities for land use in differ¬ 
ent parts of the UK, how to accommodate 
more development while protecting land¬ 
scapes, and how to promote use of the land 
that is sustainable. 

Prof Beddington is a specialist in the eco¬ 
nomics and biology of sustainable manage¬ 
ment of renewable resources, and has previ¬ 
ously advised UK ministers on scientific and 
environmental issues. 

He chairs the Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs science advisory panel 
and the Defence Scientific Advisory 
Committee, and is a member of the Natural 
Environmental Research Council. 

He has also advised the European 
Commission and the United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organisation. 

Professor Beddington was awarded the 
Heidelberg Award for Environmental 
Excellence in June 1997 and was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society in 2001
